itKo, Juno 2-1.—Tbe third party con- 


vention, composed of advocates of the 
rr>o coinage of silver, met bore today 
with lion. Thomas Wren as temporary 
chairman. 


In hie speech be urged the people of 


Nevada to shako oil'their allegiance to 
,hu two old parties and g!vo their sup- 
port entirely to the free coinage move- 
ment. 


After op ointment of committees a 


Abort rocuee wae taken and when the 
convention retififlomliled, O. C. Pownig 
of Kono was elected permanent chair- 


an. 
A platform was then Bubmilted. It 


demands tho fullremonetizaUou of sil- 
ver and its coinage thereof at tbo present 
rate of 1(1 to 1. It denounces the action 
upon tho coinage- question of the recent- 
national Republican and 
Democratic 


national convention*, and repudiates tbo 
nominees 
of 
both 
conventions. 
It 


pledges the presidential electors selected 
by the convention to tho support of no 
man for president who is not unquali- 
fiedly in favor ot free voinagu, aud con- 
fers upon the silver league of Nevada i he 
right to direct the presidential electors 
for whom they shall cast their votes. 


The platform was adopted. 
It seems to be the eentimont of tho 


delegates from the eastern counties to 
simply nominate presidential electors 
consisting of two Republicans and one- 
Democrat, and not to interfere with etflte 
or county politics. They will likely EO- 
lect representatives to tho Omaha and 
Montana conventions, which meet in 
July. 


Many delegates from the western part 


of the state weto in favor of nominating 
a ticket from presidential electors down 
to town conatablo. 
That proposition, 


however, will not be entertained by tho 
eastern delegates. 


The Silver party of Nevada was then 


selected an the nnmo of the new organiz- 
ation. Three presidential electors were 
chosen, and twelve delegates to tho 
Omaha convention were appointed, after 
which the convention adjourned til! to- 
morrow. 


CRUSHED TO 1>BA.TH. 


Disastrous Wreck at

HAKHIHIHIKG, Pa., Jnno 24.—Tho mosl 


dieaatroaa wreck that ever occurred in 
liarriaburg took place this morning at 
12.30 at Dock street. The second section 
of the Western express ran into tho first 
section, completely telescoping two cars. 
Among the killed are Kicbnrd Adam a 
anil wife, a furniture man of thia city ; 
nn unknown from Atlanta and a man 
from New York. A lady on tbe train 
missed her infant child and it haa ut>t 
been found. Five bodies were taken to 
the morgue at tbe Pennsylvania railroad 
depot. The number of injured is placed 
as high aa forty, but at thia hour, 2 30 
a.m., it is impossible to authenticate the 
report. It is raining hard, which greatly 
retards the woik ot rescue.

and is regarded by bis friends an a 
brilliant cfficer.

:rom a reuiurk made by Da Mores that 
10 Jew orgbt to be a member of tbe 
army. 


The duel was fought with Hwords. 


Tbe term e wg|b that the duel lets were 
lot to come to tbe closest quarters and 
to ceaee when one received a wound 


iPK him io a ponition inferior to that 


jf his adversary. 


When tbe duelists Imd taken their po- 


eilioiiB the usual ei^Uitl ''AHez" wu8 
given and tbe Marquis made a direct 
ilirust which was parried by Captain 
Mnyer. Tbe marquitj again made a rapid 
unge, (he uwoni passing through Cap- 
tain Mayer's guard and piercing his 
lody below tbe armpit. 
The marquis 


'immediately dieenguyed his weapon aud 
leaped back on bib own ground. 


Oaptam Mayer dropped hie eword, and 


exclaiming, "I am badly bit," lell to the 
(rouud. The marquis advanced to his 
iroatrate antB^oniet uud betiding over 
liuj, neked: "Captain Mayer, will you 
illow me to ehoke bunds with youV" 


Captain Mayer held out bis band, 


surgeons at once attended tbe woundet" 
nau and be was made aa comfortable as 
cireuoiBtanceij permitted. 


He was placed in a carriage and re- 


moved to a hospital, where be died at 
" o'clock in the alternoou. 


Captnin 
Mnyer hod carefully con- 


cealed from bis relatives nil knowledge 
of the fact tbat he intended to fight a 
duel. Wben the news was broken to 
lie father hia gtiet 
WOB extreme.

Ho conveyed the 


remaltiH homo, where the dead man's 
nother remains districted.

a warrant for my arrest. What doas it 
matter? Magistrates will not prevent 
the prosecution ot tho work we have un- 
dertaken. 1'ersonal questions are notli- 
ing; principles are nil fa all.

He ran out 
of his room door to the landing, but 
found tho stairway on fire and himeelf 
hemmed iu on three sides by tbo fire.
